today. The Natal was sunk yesterday 
afternoon, w hile in the harbor, as the 
result of an Internal explosion. 
Tile sinking of the Natal is th o ’ 
heaviest, loss suffered by the British j 
navy in several months. 
No vessels I 
of importance have been sunk since 
last May, when the Triumph and the 
M ajestic were torpedoed in the Darda­ 
nelles. 
The Natal, 
although 
a 
powerful 
man-of-war, was laid 
down 
about 
eleven years ago and its displacement 
is only one-half as largi as the big­ 
gest war ships of the present day. 
Her displacem ent was 
13,660 
tons. 
She was 480 feet long, with a 73 foot 
beam. 
Her largest guns were 9.2 
inches, of which she carried three for-| 
wrard and three aft. She rIso had four 
7.5 inch guns, 24 three pounders and 
three torpedo tubes. 
The Natal brought to America from 
Portsmouth the body 
of 
W hitelaw 
Reid, American ambassador at Lon­ 
don, following his death in 1912, re­ 
m aining at New- York for two-weeks.

After tw’o terms in congress, Colo­ 
nel Philips came to Kansas City, and 
in 1883 became one of the commis­ 
sioners of the supreme court of Mis­ 
souri. He became one of the judges on 
the Kansas City court of appeals in 
18S5, a position he held until elevated 
to the United States bench by Presi­ 
dent Cleveland 
on 
June 
25, 1888. 
Judge Philips retired from tho feder­ 
al court service on June 25, 1910, at 
the age of 77 years, after having been 
on the bench twenty-two years.

“Because I love him,” the husband 
swore his wife replied. 
On another 
occasion, 
he testified, 
his wife warned him to remain away 
from home for the 
evening 
so that 
she could entertain Joseph Colt alone 
at dinner. 
“I am Just going to have a little ad­ 
venture,” he said she told him. 
Kissed His Wife Often. 
Besides the 
husband, 
the 
other 
witness yesterday was 
Miss Victoria 
Thiem, who was 
governess 
for the 
Sheffields* son, Nelson, in 1900. 
The governess testified for the hus­ 
band, describing him as 
a man who 
always kind and affectionate to his 
wife, “kissing her often,” 
while the 
wife, she testified, gave frequent evi­ 
dence of eccentricity. 
Mrs. Sheffield was 
an 
inveterate 
shopper, 
the 
governess 
declared. 
Once, Miss Thiem 
said, 
Mrs. Shef­ 
field sent home a marble bust which 
had cost her $2,000. 
Sheffield on the stand gave a dra­ 
matic recital of his home life. 
“In January, 1909,” 
he 
said, “on 
entering my home I sawr my wife sit­ 
ting on a sofa in 
her room dose to 
Charles Samuels, a 
Newr York law 
yer. When Samuels left the house I 
questioned my wife, and she told me 
that in as much as I had been com­ 
plaining of financial troubles she was 
trying to use her influence with Sam 
uels to get me into his New York of­ 
fices.” 
The witness said the subject was 
dropped, but several nights later he 
r gain questioned her regarding Sam­ 
uels’ visit. 
“Why was Samuels

house?” I asked my wife as we were 
retiring.

Vienna, Dec. SI.—There is a second 
king in Europe without a kingdom, 
as a result of the w'ar. 
Peter of Ser­ 
bia is today no better off than the 
King of the Belgians. Karageorgovitch 
is a fugitive before tile advance of the 
central powers and Bulgarian troops. 
His two capitals, Belgrade and Nish, 
are in the hands of the invaders. For 
a time King Peter traveled in a spe­ 
cial train. 
At Krusevatch he had to 
abandon 
his 
movable court. 
As he 
stood in the station building of that 
town and waited for the automobile 
that was to take him to other parts, 
tears streamed down his cheeks. One 
of his dwindling entourage murmured 
a few comforting words, but to these 
King Peter merely nodded. Today lie 
is said to be on his way to Scuftari, 
Albania. 
In many respects King Peter is the 
most dramatic figure of the European 
war. 
Two regicides 
are 
intimately 
connected with his history, the murder 
of his predecessor, Alexander Obre 
novitch, and his queen, 
Draga, 
and 
the assassination of the Archduke of 
Austria, the dual monarchy’s heir pre­ 
sumptive. There are those who claim 
that King Peter knew' of the two plots, 
that, indeed, he was the instigator of 
the former. How true this is would he 
hard to say in the absence of more 
evidence than has so far been pro 
duced . Certain it is only that King 
Peter showed no inclination to be se­ 
vere with the regicides in either case. 
He even managed to be on good terms 
with Major Misitch, arch villain of 
the crime in the old Konak of Bel­ 
grade thirteen years ago. 
Peter Karageorovitch never forgot, 
and never was permitted 
to 
forget, 
that he had taken the place of a man 
who had been foully murdered. 
Only 
a few' sovereigns consented to meet 
him, and he was always so ill at ease 
in the presence of strangers that he 
usually shunned them. 
King Peter’s family, it is said, is of 
gypsy origin. The original Karageoro­ 
vitch, or “son of Black George,” how­ 
ever, 
was 
a shepherd. 
King Peter 
himself 
spent 
much of his life in 
Switzerland, where the 
summons 
to 
Serbia’s ill-fated throne reached him. 
Shortly after his election 
to 
the 
kingship, Peter entered into close rela­ 
tions 
with 
the 
Russian crown. 
A 
large annual revenue was settled up­ 
on him with the understanding that 
in all matters affecting Serbia’s for­ 
eign policy he was to keep Russia’s 
interests on the Balkan peninsula in 
mind. 
The attitude of the Serbian liberal 
party made such a course by Russia 
advisable. This party had favored the 
establishment of a republic in Serbia 
after Alexander and Draga had been 
murdered. This, and the fact that the 
liberals in those days were not the 
ardent pan-Slavists which 
they 
be­ 
came later, recommended 
the 
rein­ 
forcement 
of 
the 
Serbian 
crown 
financially. 
In Petrograd it was felt 
that Russia needed a reliable agent in 
the 
Balkans, 
nor could it be over­ 
looked there that experiments in re­ 
publican government by a Slav people 
were not calculated to make life for 
the Romanoff 
dynasty 
easier. 
For 
twelve years, Peter drew' his Russian 
revenues, and, it is 
asserted 
here, 
never lost an opportunity to serve in 
return. 
The arrangement made Ser­ 
bia a veritable appendix to Russia, 
and, so far as the European war has 
now progressed, proved Serbia's un- it 
doing. 
Whether or not King Peter 
will ever rule in Serbia is hard to say 
at this moment; in the central pow­ 
ers the belief, of course, is that Ser­ 
bia and its king are no more.

in a few years malarial fever may 
bo regarded as a m atter of history, 
just as we now regard yellow fever, 
if we only listen to the precepts of 
preventive medicine. This is the con­ 
clusion of Elbert L. Spence, instructor 
in preventive medicine and medical 
bacteriology in the School of Medi­ 
cine of the University of Missouri at 
Columbia, in a bulletin lecently pub­ 
lished on the preventation of malaria. 
The loss to the United States from 
malaria is, he estimates, $60,000,000 
a year. 
Malaria is a preventable dis­ 
ease. 
The methods recommended by the 
department of 
preventive 
medicine 
for the prevention of malaria are the 
destruction of the mosquito, the pre­ 
vention of access of the mosquito to 
man, prevention of infection of the 
mosquito with the malarial parasite 
and the protection of persons against 
malarial fevers by me|tns of quinine. 
The mosquito gets the parasite from 
a person infected with malaria. 
It 
developes within its body the descend­ 
ants of this parasite, which are de­ 
posited in the salivary glands of the 
insect and placed in the blood of man 
as the mosquito bites. 
There are three kinds of parasites. 
One of these developes in forty-eight 
hours, another in seventy-two and a 
third in from twenty-four 
to 
forty- 
eight. The first two produce the two- 
day and the 
three-dav 
chills. 
The 
third kind produces irregular chills. 
If there are more than one family of 
parasites in one’s body. The chills 
may he more frequent. 
Two families 
of the forty-eight-hour kind may de­ 
velop at frequent times and produce a 
chill every day, or two chills every 
other day. 
The 
cerebral 
malaria 
causes about 60 per 
cent 
of 
the 
deaths from the disease. 
The para­ 
site then develops in the brain. 
The mosquito breeds in clear water. 
It avoids the sun light. 
Drainage and 
the.removal of weeds will remove the 
possibility of its development. 
But 
in addition to the drains, how wal­ 
lows must he filled and broken bot­ 
tles, tin cans and rain barrels, favor­ 
ite places of breeding, must he re­ 
moved. Oil on water will prevent the 
deposit of eggs. 
Quinine is Die greatest protection 
of man against malaria. 
When the 
sv rn toms of malaria, of which chills 
are the final determinator, are no­ 
ticed, quinine should he taken regu­ 
larly. About five grains a day or fif­ 
teen every four days will 
prevent 
the development of the disease.

The student in this course should 
have had experience in dairy work 
to get a first-class position immedi­

weeks* course is intended to m eet the 
needs of the dairy herdsm an. 
It in­ 
cludes special training 
in 
feeding, 
herd m anagem ent and veterinary sci­ 
ence, as well as ice cream and butter 
making, milk production and sanita­ 
tion and factory m anagem ent. 
Shop 
w'ork 
and 
m echanical refrigeration 
will be taught by the school of engi­ 
neering. 
All 
other 
parts 
of 
tile 
course will be taught by the college 
of agriculture. 
# 
The student 
in 
the 
dairy 
short 
course will study elem ents of dairy­ 
ing, milk production, 
testing 
dairy 
products, bacteriology, 
creamery-but- 
ter 
m aking, 
cream ery 
calculations, 
dairy cattle judging, veterinary sci­ 
ence, shop work and m echanical re­ 
frigeration. 
Inspection tu p s will be 
made to dairy plants to study methods 
of conducting dairies. 
No tuition fees will 
be 
charged, 
even to non-residents of Missouri. The 
estim ated necessary cost for the en­ 
tire seven weeks is about $60. 
The 
course comes at the sam e time as the 
second term of the tw'o-year w inter 
course in agriculture. 
Detailed information concerning the 
dairy short course or the second term 
of the two-year winter^ course in agri­ 
culture wijl be sent anyone applying 
to the superintendent of short courses, 
Columbia, Mo.

That there exists in Sedalia a well 
organized gang of professional thieves, 
experts in their line and supposedly

cover, 
is the belief ex­ 
pressed Monday morning 
by 
I'rose- 
cuting Attorney a . L. Shortridge, in 
speaking of the recent robberies that 
have taken place in Sedalia. 
Mr. Shortridge stated that the rob­ 
beries have been pulled off in such a 
m anner and at such times as to in­ 
dicate that the>^ wTere the work of an 
organized band, all working together. 
Working on this theory, Prosecutor 
Shortridge, with the assistance of the 
police department, has been busy for 
the past few' weeks working on cases. 
He has been gathering evidence of rob­ 
beries which have taken place recent­ 
ly, and startling arrests may be ex­ 
pected within the next few' days, pro* 
vided no hitch halts the proceedings 
now under way. 
“That this gang exists cannot be 
credited to failure of the police depart­ 
ment in doing their duty," said Prose­ 
cutor Shortridge, when speaking with 
a Democrat reporter 
Monday 
morn­ 
ing. 
Continuing, he said: 
“For the past two years I have been 
noticing 
particularly 
the 
methods 
used by the robbers and I find that in 
every big case the methods have been 
identically the same. 
I have four or 
five men in mind who, without the 
least doubt, are members of this gang, 
working together, and 
covering 
up 
their tracks just as neatly as they per­ 
form their jobs. 
“And these men are not those who 
are on the streets begging, either," 
said 
Mr. 
Shortridge, “but they are 
shrewd men, men who understand the 
methods of the police and thereby are 
enabled to work in an opposite direc­ 
tion, thus avoiding detection." 
Prosecutor Shortridge gave no inti­ 
mation as to w ho the members of the 
gang are or as to the extent of his 
information, but he promises results 
soon.

come the guardian of I hat idea which 
will in the end rule the world. Since 
the European war began other fac­ 
tors have strengthened this natural 
bond and given impulse to the move­ 
ment. 
Never before have our people 
so fully realized the significance of 
the words Peace and Fraternity.” 
At another point in his address Sec­ 
retary Lansing said, “If the sovereign­ 
ty of a sister republic 
is 
menaced 
from overseas, the power of the Unit­ 
ed States, and, I hope and believe, the 
united power of the American repub­ 
lics will constitute a bulwark which 
will protect the independence and in­ 
tegrity of their neighbor from unjust 
invasion and aggression.” 
Mr. Lansing spoke in full as follows: 
“it is ail especial gratification to me 
to address you today, not only as the 
officer of the United States who in­ 
vited you to attend this great scien­ 
tific congress of the American repub­ 
lics, but also as the presiding mem­

Judge Henry S. Priest, one of the 
large stockholders of the St. Louis & 
San Francisco railroad (Frisco sys­ 
tem), who represented a large num­ 
ber of the other stockholders in the 
reorganization plans, told a reporter 
for the St. Louis Globe-Democrat last 
night, in a carefully worded statement, 
that he would begin a fight this week 
to remove B. F. Yoakum, chairman of 
the board of directors of the railroad. 
He said he would file charges before 
the board of directors, and that if the 
board 
failed 
to act, he 
would file a 
bill in the circuit court to have Yoa­ 
kum removed as an “unfaithful ser­ 
vant.” 
The break between Priest and Yoa­ 
kum, 
who previously were 
close 
friends, which is publicly heralded by 
Priest’s statement, 
is 
expected 
to 
cause a sensation in general financial 
as w’ell as railroad circles. 
Priest told the reporter he had in­ 
vested heavily in Frisco shares on the 
advice of Yoakum and did so unques­ 
tionably because he regarded Yoakum 
as a friend. He said he had lost hea­ 
vily as a result and that his investi­ 
gations, since the road went into a re­ 
ceivership on May 27, 1913, has con­ 
vinced him that Yoakum wrecked the 
properties by transactions which gave 
him a large personal monetary profit. 
“Not a single trade of magnitude,” 
he said, “was made by Mr. Yoakum as 
the representative of the Frisco com­ 
pany in which he did not personally 
profit.” 
He stated that Yoakum, during his 
administration 
of Frisco affairs for 
fourteen years, cost the shareholders 
not less than $75,000,000. 
Priest himself is said to have in­ 
vested about $500,000 in Frisco stock 
and to hold now about 10,000 shares.

WIND STORM IS FATAL TO SIX

of

weirdest storms the east has seen in 
years—rain, hail and snow’, accompa­ 
nied by thunder and lightning and a 
gale 
that 
reached ninety miles an 
hour—descended from the northwest 
early yesterday as an aftermath of a 
Christmas fog. 
It indirectly caused four deaths in 
this city, with 
three 
at 
adjacent 
points, carried down telegraph wires, 
damaged shipping, 
crippled railroad 
traffic and caused considerable prop 
erty damage. 


Testimony as to the value of the 
rock road is pouring into the head­ 
quarters of the Saline county rock 
road committee at Marshall by every 
mail. 
Apparently a big part of Mis­ 
souri is watching to see what the 
countv does on January 19, when the 
question of issuing bonds to build 192 
miles of “365-days-in-the year” roads 
will be decided at the ballot boxes. 
Writing to Sherman Houston, chair­ 
man of the county rock road commit­ 
tee, from Columbia, Mo., S. M. Jor­ 
dan, former Pettis county farm ad­ 
viser, but now dean of Missouri farm 
advisers and chief lecturer for the 
state board of agriculture, says: 
“Rock roads save time, labor pow- 
er, horse flesh, vehicles and temper. 
“Reek roads bring the consumer 
and the producer closer to each other. 
“Ro^k roads help to 
maintain 
a 
steady, uniform market by allowing 
farm products to be marketed any day 
in the year. 
At the same time rock 
roads prevent farm products from suf­ 
fering a loss by not being marketed 
at the right time. 
“Rock roads solve the consolidated 
school problem, since transportation 
is the only drawback to the system 
now. 
“The country church problem must 
be largely solved in the same w’ay. 
“Rock roads will keeD the boys and 
girls on the farm. 
“Any investment that adds quality 
to a community is a 
good 
business 
proposition. 
Saline county is no ex­ 
ception and the eyes of the country 
are now turned toward Saline to see 
what real class there may be to its 
people.” 
Saline county is the richest agricul­ 
tural county in the state, but from 
1900 to 1910, according to the census, 
it lost forty-tw’o hundred population. 
Why? Largely because the boys and 
girls grew tired of iving on mud roads, 
says M. V. Carroll, secretary of the 
Sedalia Chamber of Commerce, who 
has been granted a leave of absence 
by that organization to assist Saline 
county in its fight for hard roads. 
In this connection this bit of testi­ 
mony from Charles P. 
Hudson, 
of 
Blackwater, just over the line in Coop­ 
er county, where the rock road fever 
is high, is interesting: 
“A farmer came out to our neigh­ 
borhood from Indiana,” Mr. Hudson 
said. 
“He was as good a farmer as 
we have ever had in our part of the 
county. 
He knew how to raise such 
good crops that his less industrious 
neighbors said he w’as a ‘lucky feller.’ 
“He threshed his w’heat and put it 
in a granary, because wheat was sell­ 
ing fifteen miles awray at about sixty- 
five cents a bushel. 
He waited and 
wheat went up. 
It wrent to $1.05 a 
bushel and the farmer thought it was 
time to sell. 
Then the winds came 
and the rain fell upon the road lead­ 
ing to town. 
“While he waited for the roads to 
dry up so he could haul his wheat, 
tile market began to drop, and when 
that farmer finally got his crop to 
market he received only seventy cents 
a bushel for it. Then the man from 
Indiana sold his Cooper county farm 
and went back to his old home, where 
they have roads good every day in 
the year.”

made by O. B. Johnson, of tho college 
of agriculture of the 
University of 
Missouri, indicate that the tenant far­ 
mer is more efficient 
as an agricul­ 
turist than the man 
who 
owns the 
land he tills. 
Mr. Johnson made his tests in a 
county in Northwestern Missouri. 
In 
that county he found that the tenant 
tills 102.7 acres for 
every workman 
in his employ, 
wrhile 
the owner or 
part owner tills 
but 
93.4 acres for 
each employe. 
The tenant tills 29 acres for every 
horse in his barn, while 
tiro owner 
tills but 25 acres. 
Mr. Johnson accounts for this sit­ 
uation by the fact that often the ten­ 
ant is a younger man than the farm 
owner, and that the latter has more, 
financially, and 
thus 
can «ake life 
easier. Moreover the owner *ill raise 
more colts and 
therefore 
keeps a 
greater proportion of horses 
to the 
acreage tilled. 
The tenant, 
Mr. 
Johnson 
found, 
plants about a third of his land 
in 
corn and one-seventh in w heel, leav­ 
ing one-fourth to pasture. The farm- 
er-owner plants 
about 
one-fifth in 
corn, one-twelfth in wheat a n i leaves 
one-half to pasture.
